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REMARKS 

Claims 2-4, 7-9, 11, 13, 19-21, 27-29, 31, 33-35, 43 and 45-61 are pending. 

Entry of Amendment 

It is requested that the amendment be entered as it reduced issues for appeal. 

With respect to amended claim 48, it is considered that it does not raise a new issue for 
the Examiner. 

Reply to Rejections 

First Rejection 

In section 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 48, 31, 35 and 61 under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims have been amended as suggested by the Examiner in section 2 of the Office 

Action. 

For the reasons set forth above, the Examiner is requested to reconsider and withdraw the 
rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 1 12. 
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Second Rejection 

Claim 48 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Paley et al. (US 
Patent No. 6,062,381). 

Even assuming arguendo and of that the Examiner is correct that strip 24 or 74 of Paley 
et al. is considered as a hinged lid, there is no disclosure or suggestion, whatsoever that this "lid" 
comprises an auxiliary compartment as now set forth in claim 48 amended. 

Even though claim 48 has been amended, it is not suggested by the applied reference. 

For the reasons set forth above, the Examiner is requested to reconsider and withdraw the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-4, 7-9, 11, 13, 19-21, 27-29, 43, 45-47, 50-53 as 57-60 stand allowed. 

Claims 31, 35, 61 and 33, 34, 54-56 as they now depend on claims in which the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph has been overcome, these claims are also considered
